Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. Claiml-7, 1 1-16, and 18 to 20 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 1 as 
being clearly anticipated by Mukaiyama or Corey et al. Since both references were 
cited by applicants, it is not necessary for the Examiner to point out pertinent 
portions of the references since their pertinence is assumed to be known to 
applicants.

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior Office 
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2. Claims 1-7, 11-16, and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as 
unpatentable over Kulinkovich et al. The reference teaches a Ti catalyzed reaction 
of EtMgBr with ethyl acetate in the presence of styrene. The instant process differs 
from the reference only by employing unsaturated compounds other than styrene. 
However, the starting materials are analogous in that the reactive portions of the 
molecules are the same. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated 
to employ the process of the prior art with the expectation of obtaining the desired 
product because they would have expected the analogous precursors to react 
similarly. The application of an old process to a new and analogous material to 
obtain a result consistent with the teachings of the art would have been obvious to 
the skilled artisan.
